Sir William Harcourt Assumes the 
Role of Truth Searcher. 


London, February 14.—In the house of 
commons this evening Sir William Har- 
court, leader of the opposition, referred to 
the conflicting statements made by Baron 
Marschall von Bieberstein, German min- 
ister of foreien affairs, and Lord Salis- 
bury, prime minister and secretary of 
state for foreign affairs of Great Britain, 
in regard to the troubles in south Africa. 

Lord Salisbury, he said, had ‘alleged 
that the government of the south African 
republic had made application to the 
European powers for support and. the 
‘powers had denicd that they had reecived 
any such appeal. This question, Sir Wil- 
liam asserted, affected the whole of the 
relations of England in south Africa with 
Germany. 

No one, he said, who would contribute 
to the cultivation of ill feeling between 
Great Britain and Germany was a friend 
to the peace of the world. The fact re- 
mained undisclosed, he said, by whose au- 
thority Dr. Jameson had acted. re- 
gard to the hitch in the negovtiations with 
the south African republic he understood 
that the people the Transvaal wanted 
to setile their own affairs. In the circum- 
stances he thought that the intervention 
of Mr. Chamberlain, unless conducted in 
the most delicate manner, would not im- 
prove matters, 

The best way out of the difficulty would 
be to have President Kruger come to 
London and settle everything at once. 

Mr. A. J. Balfour, first lord of the treas- 
ury, said that Lord Salisbury’s statement 
was based upon positive assurances re- 
ceived from Sir A. J. DeWet, British 
agent at Pretoria, whgch were put in lan- 
guage, the only possible interpretation of 
which was that an appeal had been made 
by the Transvaal government for the sup-

He Is Wanted for Defranding the United 
States Government. 


HE WAS A COMMISSIONER 


An Investigation Disclosed His Crook- 
edness—Was Tried and Convict- 
ed, But Fled the Country. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Informahtion has been received in 
the city of the arrest of Robert Charison, 
ex-United States commissioner at Attalla, 
Ala., a fugitive from justice. The arrest is 
said to have taken place at El Paso, Tex., 
and it seems that Charlson has been for 
some months cngaged in the cattle trading 
business between El Paso and Paso del 
Norte, just across the line. He was first 
a United States deputy marshal in tits 
Gistrict and did zood work. He Was ap- 
pointed United States commissioner in love, 

In 1893 the federal court grand jury here 
sent a memcrial to the government com- 
plaining of vast frauds committedin north 
Alabama by commissioners and deputy 
murshals. As the result the government 
sent a special examiner, Lee Chalmers, to 
the scene, and Mr. Chalmers got tne gCr- 
crnment to appoint Mr. Lee Cowart as his 
aide. The two made a thorough inyesti- 
ration, the upsnot' cf which was the indict- 
ment of Charlson and several other ca.n- 
missioners and_about ten or twelve deputy 
marshals on the charge of extortion from 
the government by presenting false ac- 
ccunts. 

The investigation disclosed that the gov- 
ernment had been robbed of about $100,000 
in the space of two or three years. Charl- 
son and cthers were removed from office 
a>d Charlson was tried and convictea of 
presenting fictitious pay rolis to the gov- 
ernment and getting pay for alleged trials 
that never took place. He received a sen- 
tence of a year and a day in the govcra- 
ment penitentiary. Pending an appeal Ne 
fied the country. Ten other eases against 
him had not heen tried.

Turner Gets into Trouble. 


Making a final appeal to the common 
sense and judgment of mankind on ee 
subject, Mr. Turner inquired if the Sige 
majority of all the commercial nations 0 
the world could be mistaken in the er 
that the experiment of free coinage of Sil- 
ver would be attended with serious detri- 
mental results. 

“The reichstag of Germany voted in 
favor of bimetallism,” said Mr. Terry, 
democrat, of Arkansas, “‘and the people of 
England are in favor of the same thing. 
But the’*action of those governments Is 
directed by the Rothschilds, who hold a 
mortgage on every throne in, Europe, as 
well as a receivership of tne United 
States.”’ (Applause.) 

Mr. Turner responded that Mr. Balfour 
had stated that England could not of her- 
self and alone, urdertake the free coinage 
of silver. The German reichstag had voted 
in favor of bimetallism in connection with 
all the commercial nations of the world, 
not as an independent measure. 

The Maintenance of Credit. 

Reférring to the assumption that the 
United States should pay its obligations in 


silver, Mr. Turner asserted that it was to 
and of 


the interest of a debtor nation, 
every debtor in it, to maintain a high 
credit. 


“If a free coinage congress and a popu- 
list or free coinage’ democratic president 
were elected this year,’”’ said Mr. Turner, 
‘not a single debtor would be benefitted 
to the extent of a single dollar. For, what 
would happen? Before that congress 
could meet, every mran that had an obliga- 
tion of the government would not be a 
buyer but a rushing madman to sell it be- 
fore a silver basis was estahlished. And 
my triend from Arkansas would be one of 
them if he had a bond.’’ 


Questioned by Mr. Linney. 


Mr. ‘lurner was questioned by Mr. Lin- 
ney, republican, of North Carolina, as to 
how he expected the government to avoid 
the futher sale of bonds untii it recejyed 
additional revenue from the tafiff or the 
operation of the silver subject. 

He responded by asking Mr. Linney how 
the treasury was to obtain the gold to 
maintain the parity of gold and currency 
or of gold and Silver, if the power to sell 
gold bonds were taken away. There would 
be nothing left but silver for the secretary 
to use, he said, for not a cent was being 
received in the payment of custom duties. 
Already, Mr. Turner claimed, no gold was 
in ciytulation; silver and silver certificates 
alond being found in the purses of the 
average citizen. If that became the stand- 
ard of the country, every working man, 
the class which should be the particular 
object of the government’s regard and 
protection, would find that his dollars had 
suddenly shrunk to 50 cents. 

In conclusion Mr. Turner made an elab- 
Orate argument to show that the United 


States singly could not maintain silver 
coinage, and that an attempt to do so 
would cause a financial convulsion in the 
country. 


Mr. Dalzell, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
also a member of the ways amd means 
committee, made the closing speech of the 
day. He asserted that the mrain proposi- 
tion involved in this discussion had not 
been considered. That proposition was 
whether this house was ready to abandon 
its own legislation and accept the legisla- 
tion of the senate, which was in no way 
germane thereto. He warned the silver 
men that their cause would not gain by 
an attempted humiliation of the house, 
or its subjection to the demands of the 
senate. The free coinage of silver as a 
separate proposition was one thing and as 
presented by the revolutionary methods of 
the senate it was another thing. One ounce 
of gold, he said, would buy in the open 


market 382 ounces of silver. The bald 
;propesition presented by this substitute 
was that sixteen ounces of silver were 
equal to one ounce of gold. It would seem 


that such a statement in an assembiage 
of intelligent mnen would carry its own re- 
futation, 

Mr. Dalzell’s conclusion was’ that. what 
this country needed .was not more free 
coinage of silver, ' but more revenue 
through its custom houses. (Applause.) 


The Vote Dissected. 


While the roll was being called the ab- 
sence of Various members was stated by 
their colleagues.

WAS PLEASED WITH ATLANTA 


Tells The Constitution of His Im- 


pressions of the City. 


FIRST TIME HE KAD VISITED HERE 


Joined Here by Two Eminent Catholic 
Priests—They Go to the Winter 
School at Wew Orleans, 


Cardinal Satoili and Father Orban left 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock for New 
Orleans. They will arrive in that city this 
morning and will be joined by Cardinal 
Gibbons and others who selected the other 
route from Washington to the Crescent 
City. 

On the train on which the Cardinal left 
yesterday were Father Blanchard, of New 


| York, and Father Adam, of Montreal. They 


were on their way to New Orleans and did 
not know they would meet the cardinal 
here. 

Yesterday morning the cardinal was 
driven over the city. Fathers Kenedy, 
Keily, Adam and Blanchard accompanied 
him. The principal points of interest in the 
city were shown the party, after which 
they were driven to the home of Father 
Keily and took dinner. This’ afternoon the 
party will be joined in New Orleans by 
Cardinal Gibbons and his party and they 
will be entertained at a reception which is 
to be given in their honor by members of 
the Catholic church in that city. 

Cardinal Satolli has never been in At- 
lanta before and he was delighted with 
southern people and southern hospitality. 
Though he can speak English but little, he 
is able to be clearly understood. He spoke 
in the highest terms of Atlanta and the 
people whom he had met during his brief 
stay. f 

“You can say,” sald he yesterday after- 
noon, “‘that I am well pleased with what 
I have seen of the south, I noticed every- 
thing very closely as I came down on the 
‘ars and the country is very beautiful.’’ 

He did not know when he would be re- 
called to Rome and when asked how long 
he would be in America, he shook his head 
jn a pleasant way and laughed. A quick 
motion of his hand was the answer he 
gave in reply to a question as to what he 
thought of the work he had accomp}ished. 
Hie evidently did not care to speak of per- 
matters. Much of the conversation 
was carried on in Latin, and Father Or- 
ban acted as interpreter. The father speaks 
English perfectly and has a habit of hoiu- 
ing the hand of the person with whom he 
is talking. 

“The cardinal can't understand all you 
say,’’ said Father Orbah yesterday as sev- 
eral questions were asked the cardinal. 
“Though he speaks English to a certain 
degree, he has not been studying the lan- 
guage very long and he easily gets con- 
fused when he hears words with which he 
is not familiar.” 

The cardinal and Father Orban occupied 
seats'in the sleqper together and Fathers 
Adam and Blanchard sat just opposite. 
The gentlemen knew each other well and 
they talked across the aisle as the train 
began its journey to New Orleans. 

“The winter school,’ said Father Adams, 
“is, of course, the attraction which has 
caused us to make this southern trip. 
The schoo! will be opened on the isth and 
will be conducted on the same line as the 
summer school is in New York. The winter 
school, which is called winter on account 
of its session being held in the winter 
months, is exactly the same as your chau- 
tauquas. We will have a course of lectures, 
not necessarily by priests, but by laymen, 
and this course of lectures will be under 
the auspices of the church and will be de- 
livered for the benefit of both males and 
females. At the opening next week there 
will be many of the leading churchmen 
present and the exercises will, be made 
quite prominent. The cardinal will partic- 
ipate in the opening and will make a few 
remarks. He doesn't like to speak much, 
but on account of his deep interest in the

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Chairman Dingley’s Substitute. 
The appearance of Hon. Henry G. 
Turner, of Georgia, on the floor of the 
house yesterday as the representative 
of the republican leader Dingley, whose 
full time he occupied, will surprise and 
pain not only the democratic voters of 
his district, but the democratic yoters 
of all Georgia. In the history of the 
democratic party we do not recall such 
another instance. 

There have been,-as there will be 
again,ecases where democrats disagree 
With their party in regard to certain 
policies, but heretofore they have con- 
tented themselves with voting against 
such policies where the issue was di- 
rectly made, or refusing to vote at all:

During his recent illness the judge 
was a patient sufferer, and though he 
knew that his strength was steadily and 
surely leaving him day by day he faced 
the inevitable cheerfully, and to the last 
received his friends with a smiling face, 
and with the Same sweet courtesy which 
had always distinguished him. In the 
course of his long life many sorrows 
and afflictions came upon him, but in 
spite of his delicate héflth he bore them 
manfully and with a resignation which 
won for him the sympathy of all. 

Ilis career was as useful as it was 
brilliant, and his name will always hold 
an honored place in the annals of the 
Admitted to the bar 
when «a mere youth, he was soon called 
into public life, and his services in the 
state senate, various important assem-. 
blies and the secession convention of 
ISG1 fill many notable chapters in our 


history. His work as one of the codi- 
fiers of Georgia’s first code was _ re- 


viewed in these columns only a few 
days ago. If he had done nothing be-

But after years of labor and mental 
Strain the constitution of the eminent jurist 
failed to react and he grew worse. Day 
before yesterday Dr. Todd was‘called into 
consultation by Dr. Rosser, -but Judge 
Clark was beyond the aid of science and 
medicine,

It is probable that the funeral will take 
place in Macon Sunday, as the daughters 
of Judge Clark live in that city. The re- 
mains will probably be carried on a special 
car to Macon Sunday morning and the At- 
lanta bar may attend in a body. All ar- 
rangements will be announced today. 


Sketch of His Life. 

Judge Richard H. Clark was one of the 
most remarkable men of this generation. 

Though great as a lawyer gnd a jurist, 
he was greater still in the sc®pe and vigor 
of his prodigious memory. Scarcely a cir- 
cumstance of his life was ever forgotten. 
Names and faces were recalled after the 
lapse of half a century without the slight- 
est hesitation. Judge Clark was familiar 
with the pergonal history of every man 
who was prominent.in public life and his 
acquaintance with men extended even to 
obscure individuals. He carried in mind the 
recollection of social events, private con- 
versations, public speeches, table talk, ju- 
dicial witticisms and family trees. He 
could tell a man aH about his antecedents 
and startle him with the information he 
possessed concerning his family traditions. 
No citizen of Georgia ever possessed such 
a marvelous power in this direction. Mar- 
riage and divorces, burials and 
deaths were recorded in his mind as faith- 
fully as on the pages of the record books. 
Profound regret is entertained by the 
friends and admirers of this lamented Geor- 
gian that the cares of a busy life, crowded 
even to the hour of death, prevented him 
from giving to the state a volume of his 
recollections. 

Judge Clark was born in the city of Sa- 
vannak on the 24th of March, 1824. He was 
admitted to the bar at a very early age 
and for more than fifty years was identi- 
fied with his profession, which he illustrat- 
ed by his marked achievements, both legal 
and judicial. As a lawyer he was studious 
and profound; as a judge he was able, fear- 
and uncompromising. Ilis decisions 
were grounded on fixed principles, and af- 
ter consult the logic of the law, which 
he aS a synonym for common 
was ready to defend his- judg- 

martyr would faith. The 
esteem-in which Judge Clark was held by 
the members of the bar is a tribute to the 
Stainless manner in which he has worn the 
judicial ermine of this state and held the 
scales of justice between man and man. 
This, however., is. digressing. 

After receiving his legal diploma Judge 
Clark began to look about him for a cli- 
mate congenial to the aspirations of a 
young practitioner. Casting his eyes over 
the map and along the river courses of 
the state he at length decided to cast his 
fortunes with the people of Albany, Ga., 
then a thriving little town near the banks 
of the Flint river. Albany was then in 
jaker county. There were no railroads in 
hese ¢ and journeys overland were 
dreaded only beeause of the fatigue 
connected with the trip, but 
on account of the perils to which the trav- 
eler was subjected. The distance between 
savannah and Albany was a long stretch 
of level country, broken onfy By the varia- 

running streams and country vil- 
lagves. Leaving the turrets of Savannah 
d’mly obscured in the grey twilight of a 
spring morning, the young advocate started 
on horseback for the scene of his future 
labors, arriving -‘in Albany on the 6th of 
April, 1844. Iie made a good impression and 
from the start he found the citizens of 
Baker county ready to encourage him in 
his professional Career. Five years later, 
as an evidence of hig success in meeting the 
expectations of his-clients, he entered the 
state senate at the early age of twenty-five. 
He was the youngest member of 
that dignified? and august body. 

Simultaneous with the advent 
promising young Georgian 
Joseph I. Brown, a raw, provincial sena- 
tor, who hailed from Cherokee county. 
The mountaineer who was destined to 
figure in the role of Georgia's most Wlus- 
trious statesman was three years solder 
than Judge Clark. A warm personal 
friendship sprang up between them and 
this friendship continued until dissolved 
by death. 

Another picturesque voung figure in this 
able and distinguished body was Alfred H. 
Colquitt,, who filled the office of assistant 
secretary of the senate. Andrew J. Mil- 
ler, of Augusta, was also a member of this 
body. Among those who occupied seats 
in the lower branch of the general 
sembly were A. H. Kenan, Parmedus Rey- 
nolds, Charles J. Jenkins, Linton Stephens 
and lL. J. Gartrell. Judge Clark was a 
member of the. gubernatorial convention 
of 1857. Among the distinguished Geor- 
gians in the race were James Gardner, J. 
H. Lumpkin and Henry G. Lamar. A 
deadlock resulted, however, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to bring in_a dark 
horse. .' “ve Clark was a member of 
this co ttee. After going over a long 
list of Georgians the name of Joseph E. 
Brown. was mentioned. The suggestion 
seemed io touch a popular chord and the 
committee decided to propose his name 
to the convention. Judge Clark in a 
graceful speech presented the report of 
the committee. Joseph E. Brown was 
nominated amid the acclamations of the 
body and the career of this phenomena] 
yeorzian commenced. 

Judge Clark was chosen as one of the 
presidential electors in 1552. In October of 
the year following he was re-elected to 
the state senate. He was subs: quently 
appointed Governor Johnson with 
Judge Walter T. Colquitt to represent the 
interests of the state in a controversy with 
the creditors of the Bank of Darien, in- 
‘volving the sum of $250,000. Judge (Col- 
quitt died before the case reached the su- 
preme court. Governor Johnson appointed

Judge Clark represented the The 
attorneys on the opposite side were Fran- 
cis H. Cone, Iverson’ L. Harris, John E.

| of the secession convention of 1861 and 
took a very active part in the proceedings 
of that body. Four years later he was 
elevated to the bench of the Southwestern 
circuit and his appointment was confirmed 
by the senate. On account of fll health he 
resigned his seat on the bench three 
months before the expiration of his term. 
In 1876 Judge Clark was appointed judge 
to the’ bench of the superior court of At- 
lanta and presided over that court for two 
successive terms, retiring in January, 
1884. The legislature which met in the 
fall of the following year elected Judge 
Clark to the bench of the Stone Movntain 
circuit, composed of the counties of De- 
Kalb and Clayton. These counties be- 
longed to the Athanta circuit, but the pres- 
sure of business was 80 great that a 
division of the circuit Was made neces- 
sary. Judge Clark was subsequently re- 
elected in 1888 and again in i892. Counting 
his service on the bench of the city court 
Judge Clark has worn the judicial ermine 
for twenty-three years. He passed away 
in the midst of his judicial career 
died in the service of the commonwealth. 
By the side of those illustrious Georgians 
who have glorified the annals of this state 
his name should be inscribed as that of 
one who was fearless, true and tender. A 
knightlier soul never animated the bosom 
of a Georgia gentleman.

National Hotel, Washington, D. C., 
February 10, 1896.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I was profoundly pained to 
read a paragraph in your issue of the 7th 
instant referring to the serious illness of 
Judge Richard H. Clark. It is to be hoped, 
earnestly and affectionately, that that ill- 
ness does not continue to be serious. We 
cannot afford to lose either his intellect, 
his heart, his example or his wonderful 
activity in all of the highways and byways 
of endeavor and of usefulness in either 
public or private life. The tribute you have 
paid to him is well deserved. Were we to 
lose him it would be a long time before we 
would look upon his like again. He has, 
it is true, always been associated in the 
public mind with the judicial office he 
filled with so much honor to the judiciary 
and to himself. But he has not confined his 
great energies and noble sympathies to the 
duties of that office. Quick to see where 
a word was needed, to support or advance 
a just and good cause, he never fai‘ed to 
utter it, either with his tongue or his pen, 
and in that way was continually “gcing 
about doing good.”

Patrolmen J. B. Harris and N. A. Lan- 


ford were appointed to take the plates of 
Sewell and Goree. They begin work as 
detectives this morning. 

Mr. Walter Johnson, formerly clerk to 
the detective department, who was legis- 
lated out of office by the Inman ordinance 
abolishing the detective department, was 
reappointed clerk to that department and 
began duties yesterday morning. His 
appointment is until the next 
meeting of thé police board at a salary of 
$50 for the month’s work. 

Officer Sewell has been acting as clerk in 
the detectives’ office and when relieved by 
Mr. Johnson he resumed his work as a 
member of the mounted force. 

By the rew order Patrolman Barrett, for- 
merly a detective, is transferred to duty 
on the day watch, He been working 
on the evening watch under Captain Jen- 
nings. Patrolman Mehaffey, an ex-detec- 
tive, is transferred from morning watch 
duty to the evening watch, in place of 
Patrolman Wallace, who goes to the morn- 
ing watch. ) , 

Officers Sewell and Goree have been do- 
ing good work as detectives. The two new 
detectives, Officers Harris and Lanford, 
are old members of the force and they are 
well fitted for the work of detectives. Both 
are well known and will strengthen the 
detective department. 

Mr. Johnson, clerk in the detectives’ 
office, won for himself the commendation 
of the authorities of the department while 
in the office before and return to the 
duties will give general satisfaction at 
police headquarters. The work in the office 
is of a responsible nature. The clerk is 
required to take proper descriptions of lost 
goods and keep a record of the work of,the 
detectives.

“TI have a number of engagements in this 
and neighboring states, but I will cancel 
them all if necessary and meet any con- 
ductor or engineer on any platform in this 
city at any time and discuss with him the 
merits of our respective organizations and 
what we are doing for the cause of labor. 
And I will leave it to an audience of rail- 
road men if I do not make out a better 
showing and run the other fellow from the 
field,’’ 

Mr. Debs spoke with some feeling. He 
was stirred up by the statement that the 
Order of Railway Conductors had two ste- 
nographers present at his address Thurs- 
day night to take down his speech. 

“They are keeping tab on me, are they? 
Well they may. I know the record of all 
of them for years back, and when it comes 
to a showdown, I will be there, but 1 will 
gamble that there is not a yoke of oxen 
in all Georgia strong enough to pull one of 
those fellows who are Keeping tab on me 
out on a platform where I am. You can 
put that just as strongly as you wish. I 
will stand up to the challenge.” 

Mr. Debs had on his fighting clothes, so 
to’ speak, and he pitched into the orders 
which are taking down his speeches. He 
did not mince words at all, but said that he 
would show them up if they accepted his 
challenge. 

“Those fellows imagine that they are the 
aristocracy of railroad workingmen. They 
cannot affiliate with the section hands. ‘The 
idea of a man who gets 4 a day refusing 
to affiliate with another man on the same 
road because the poor devil only gets 90 
cents a day.

Congressman Livingston To Push the 


Appropriation Immediately.

Judge Newman Says That the Struc- 
ture Should Go Up at Once—What 
Other Officials Have To Say. 


The prospect of a new federal building 
for Atlanta is hailed with delight by the 
Wnited States officials. 

The bill of Colonel Livingston recently in- 
troduced, to have a million-dollar budding 
constructed here, is expected to be acted 
upon in a few days by the committee on 
buildings and grounds. That a favorable 
report will almost assured, and 
Colonel Livingston announced his purpose 
through the appropriation at 


come is 


once, 

The bill is specific. It provides that the 
secretary of the authorized to 
purchase a suitable site for a building to 
be erected in Atlanta at a cost of not less 
than $1,000,000. Further provision is made in 
the bill for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to consist of three men named by the 
Secretary of the treasury 
of examining into the various 
taking the bids into consideration. 

In every detail the bill is full and ex- 
plicit. It leaves nothing uncovered and 
when passed will assure the immediate 
erection of the big building. 

Just where the building will be situ- 
ated has not been considered, but it is 
proposed that the whole lot upon which 
the present custom house is built be pur- 
chased. This will give ample space for the 
erection of the structure and will give the 
government possession of a full square in 
the city. Other places have been proposed, 
but it-is too far distant just now to fix the 
Site. 

The immediate necessity for the ection 
of the new building is known and recog- 
nized by all who have visited the present 
house during the last year. Those.lawyers 
who have had business there, patrons of 
the postoffice and casual visitors to differ- 
ent parts of the house have been struck 
with the want of room, and the hampered 
condition of the present occupants. Every 
department in the custom house is over- 
crowded. From the dome, where the weath- 
er flag flies, to the cellar, where the engi- 
neer delves, is a corps of officials stuffed 
and crowded in such a way that it is im- 
possible to transact .business conveniently. 
The present abode of Uncle Sam was 
built when the business of this. district 
was smaller by half than at present. The 
custom house has always been crowded. 
Year after vear the business of the va- 
rious departments has increased. The busi- 
ness of the postoffice department hus in- 
cfeased to such an extent that not only all 
available space has been exhausted, but 
there is crying need for a large r appropria~- 
tion in all branches. 

Postmaster Badly Crowded. 

For ‘the last two years Postmaster Fox 
has been greatly inconvenienced because of 
the want of proper room. The increase of 
business has forced him to enlarge his 
force. At present there are one hundred 
and eight employes connected with the 
department who are constantly 
at work upon the first floor. This, of 
course, does not include the letter carriers. 
The office of the postmaster has been di- 
vided into two rooms and Assistant Post- 
master Cooper is forced to occupy a smail 
department in the front room. Every sec- 
tion of the postoffice department is filled. 

‘Tl hope that the new building will be se- 
cured,’ said Postmaster Fox. “I -have 
been trying for some time to get an annex 
here, where I can do the work of this de- 
partment without pushing all my men to- 
gether. This will greatly assist me, I will 
be satisfied with the annex, which will 
cost only $8,000 or $10,000, but this new 
building, of course, will cancel that scheme. 
Il am anxious that the bill be at once pass- 
ed. It is not necessary for me to say how 
_. I need room. The work of this office

nnot. possibly be accomplished as it 
should be with the present limitations. It 
will require four times as much space and 
more than that to properly look after all 
affairs that come within the scope of the 
postoffice department. It is almost humor- 
ous to see the disadvantages and hardships 
we aré put to now because of the want of 
sufficient accommodation.” 

Want It at Once. 

The department of justice is also agitat- 
ed over the proposed building. Judge Wil- 
liam F. Newman declares that the work 
should begin at once on the new building. 

“As it is,”’ he said yesterday afternoon, 
“there is an urgent necessity for more 
space. It will probably take a year or two 
to put up a building of the kind proposed, 
and. think what straits we will be driven 
to by that time because of the increase of 
businss. 

“There is no room anywhere in the build- 
ing. The circuit court room is filled with 
clerks of the customs department. They 
have to be driven out when a hearing is 
called. Other inconveniences are as clear- 
ly discernible. Ait is a hard matter to dis- 
pose of two juries and it frequently hap- 
pens that we are forced to use private 
offices as jury rooms. I have been greatly 
annoyed upon several occasions by these 
limitations. I hope that Congressman Liv- 
ingston will push the Dill through imme- 
diately and that something can be accom- 
plished before the adjournment of the 
present congress.’”’ 

Judge Newman is heartily enthused over 
the proposed building. During his trip to 
Washington he talked over the matter with 
Congressman Liviugston, and urged upon 
him the immediate need of the building.

Colonel James Talks. 

United States Attorney Joe James is an 
officer who has been crying for more room 
for the last two years. 

He is situated on the thiré@ floor in a 
room filled with law books and 
There is scarcely space for Colonel James 
to turn around and the witnesses who 
Visit him during the day are forced to 
seat themselves in uncomfortable attitudes 
about the chamber. Next to this room is 
the apartment reserved for Colonel Camp 
and Secretary Theo Galloway. The duties 
of Mr. Galloway require the use of a good 
deal of elbow room and _ those 
Camp require a separate office. 
of this, however, both are pushed together 
and there is a woeful) need of space. The 
next room is divided into three divisions 
for the use of Colonel Tiney Rucker, Colo- 
nel Bell and the record clerk. These par- 
titions are of a temporary nature and con- 
Structed of white pine. ‘All officers of 
this department have been deplorably 
handicapped in the discharge of their 
dutie s by the want of more room. 

“None of us have room enough to be 
comfortable or private,” said Colonel 
James. “it is a well known fact that 
awyers have various cases which require 
private consultation, and especially at- 
torneys in our position. There is no pri- 
Wate room afforded us. We are forced to 
make use of what spare space we can 
lind. Frequently there comes a visitor 
here who wishes .to interview the district 
attorney or one of the assistants. It is 
unpossible for him to gain an audience in 
the office of jhe lawyer and we are forced 
to waik him into the hallway. ‘This de- 
partment is too much crowded. 

“T think that the new building should 
be built at once. The step taken by Con- 
sressman Livingston is just what should 
have been done some time ago. It is what 
we have all been crying for. The tus 
done by this district is equal to that of 
any other in the United Staies. It is in- 
creasing vear.

Clerk O. C. Fuller hails the prospect 
the new building with delight. we oe 
glad,” he said, ‘‘that the bill of Mr. Li 
ingston makes provision for purchasing 
the site, putting up the building, making 
it fire-proof, putting in the elevators and 
ali that. The appropriation, I am _ giad 
to see, if it comes, Will cover all of these 
features. It is usually the case with 
buildings of this kind to have an appro- 
priation passed for purchasing the site, 
the amount necessary for putting up the 
building is passed up several years later 
until it takes generally about ten or 
twelve years to get a building up. 

“The bill of Mr, Livingston, I see, makes 
provision for an appropriation to cover 
all of these features. As to the need of 
this proposed building -it is almost too 
foolish to talk. The present building was 
put up years ago when the business of the 
northern district of the state was not 
half what it is today. There was business 
enough to fill the place at that ime. 
Since then the business of che Jlistrict has 
increased rapidly every year.” 

Text of the Measure. 

Thus it is in every part of Uncle Sam’‘s 
building. There’ is not a vacant foot of 
space. The bill of Congressman Living- 
ston provides for the new building as fol- 
lows: 

“That the secretary of the treasury be, 
and he is hereby, authorizéd and directed 
to acquire, by purchase, condemnation or 
othewise, a site and cause to be erected 
thereon a suitable puliding. including fire- 
proof vaults, heating and ventilating appa- 
ratus, elevators and approches for the 
use and accommodation of the United 
States postotiice, federal courts and other 
government offices in the city of Atlanta 
and State of Georgia, the cost of said site 
and building, including said vaults, heat- 
ing and ventilating apparatus, elevators 
and approaches complete not to exceed the 
sum of one million dollars. 

“Proposals for the sale of land suitable 
for said site shall be invited by public 
advertisement in one or more of the news- 
papers of said city of largest circulation 
for at least twenty days prior to the date 
specified in said advertisement for the 
opening of said proposals 


“Proposals made in 


response to said ad- 
vertisement shall be éddreéssed aid mailed 
to the secretary of the trea: ury, wno shall 
then cause the said proposed sites ana 
such others as he may think proper to 
designate to be examined in person by 
an agent of the treasury department, who 
Shall “make written report to said secretary 
of the results of said examination and of 
his recommendation thereon and the rea- 
sons therefor, which shali be accompanied 
by the orig rinal proposais and all maps, 
Hlats and statements which shail have 
‘ome into his possession relating to the 
said proposed sites. 

“If, upon consideration of said report and 
the secretary ot the 
further investigation 
necessary, he may appoint ad commission 
of not more than three persons, one of 
whom shall be an officer of the’ treasury 
department, which commission shall also 
examine the said proposed sites and such 
others as the secretary of the treasury 
may designaie and grant such hearings in 
relation thereto as they shall deem neces- 
sary; and said commission shall, within 
thirty days after such examination, make 
to the secretary of the treasury written 
report of their conclusion in «he premises, 
accompanied by all statements, Maps, plats 
or documents taken by or submitted to 
them in like manner as hereinbefore pro- 
vided in regard to the proteedings of said 
agent of the treasury department, and 
the secretary of the treasury shall there- 
upon finally determine the location of the 
building to be erected. 

“The compensation 


acccmpar ying papers, 
treasury shall deem 


of said commission- 
ers shall be fixed by the secretary of 
the treasury, but the same shall not ex- 
ceod $6 per day and actual traveling ex- 
penses, provided, however, that the mem- 
ber of said commission appointed from the 
treasury department shall be paid only his 
ac tual traveling expenses. 

‘No money shall be used for the purpose 
mentioned until a valid title to the site 
for said buildirg shall be vested in the 
lii'ted States, hor until the state of Geor- 
gia shall have ceded to the United. States 
exclusive jurisdiction over the same dur- 
ing the time the United States shall be or 
remain the owner thereof, for all purposes 
except the administr ation of the criminal 
laws of said state and the service of. civil 
process therein. 

“The bulding shall be 
danger from fire by an 
ieast forty feet on each side, including 
streets and alleys and shall be constructed 
of granite and in a fireproof manner 
throughout. 

“On the completion and orcunation of 
the building herein provided for or as soon 
thereafter as may be practicable, the sec- 
retarv of the treasury shail, after due 
advertisement for proposals, sell to the 
highest responsible bidder thereof and on 
such terms as the secretary of the treasury 
may deem to be most advantazeous to the 
government, the present public building 
occupied by the postoffice and other fede - 
al offices in the said city of Atlanta.’

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Church Members Find They Are Barred 
and Bolted from Their Church. 


APPEALED ‘To THE SHERIFF 


One Faction Claims That the Church 
Door Was Broken In and the 
Lock Taken Away.

The ‘members of the Harmony Grove 
Southern Congregational church did not 
meet together yesterday as they had in- 


tended anf as had been announced from 


the pulpit. 

Many of the church members assembled 
for divine worship but when they attempt- 
ed to open the church building, they dis- 
covered that the lock had been broken and 
that another lock had been placed on the 
door. 

Above the door knob Was written, 
ing letters, a large notice, which 
them not to open the door or break the 
lock. The’ notice was signed by the trus- 
tees of the Harmony Grove Congregational 
church, 

The trustees of the Harmony Grove 
Southern Congregational church immediate- 
ly came to the city and a petition was pre- 
pared by Attorneys Bishop, Hill '& An- 
drews. The petition prayed that the sheriff 
place the plaintiffs in possession and that 
the defendants be restrained from inter- 
fering with the church building or proper- 
ty. The petition was presented to Judge 
Richard Hl. Clark and the signing of the 
paper and granting of the order was his 
last official act. Judge Clark signed the pe- 
tition about four hours before his death. 

Yesterday afternoon Sheriff Barnes, -ac- 
companied by several of the indignant 
trustees, went out to the church, which is 
near and the trustees were 
in peaceable 
from the door 
This morning a 
will probably be held, at 
acts of those who closed the 
condemned. 

The members of the church 
their petition that there was*ta 
composed of several people well Known in 
the neighborhood in which the church is 
located, who stvled themselves the Harmo- 
ny Grove Congregational church, a name 
which is almost identical with that of the 
church which holds the possession of the 
property. The petitioners claimed that 
none of the members of this society were 
meinbers of the Southern Congregational] 
church. 

The petitioners state that they were in 
the quiet and undisturbed possession of the 
church until February Sth, when 8S. C. Me- 
Daniel, W..F. Brewer and CC, C. King en- 
tered the church by force, breaking off the 
lock that Was on the door and placed an- 
other lock in its place. They believe that 
the above mentioned gentlemen did an 
unlawful act and that it was malicious *on 
their part. Since that time the church has 
been in the possession of the defendants 
and the plaintiffs have had no place in 
Which they could hold divine worship. 

Church Members at War. 

The petition states that J. H. Maloney, 
Mrs. J. H. Maloney, Mrs. M. A. Pitts, Mrs. 
Mahuldy Cobb and Mrs. Mary R. Cobb 
claim themselves to be members of a so- 
ciety which they have called the Harmony 
Grove Congregational church and that W. 
B. Armstrong is the pastor and W. F. 
Brewer, R. J. King, Wiley Rice, J. H. Ma- 
loney and John Cobb are trustees. 

It is charged that this society, 
Ss. CC. MceDaniel, W. B® Brewer 
King, has broken into the house of wor- 
ship owned by the Southern chureh and 
has taken poSSession of the building. It 
Was to secure the possession of the buiuding 
and restrain the other parties from inter- 
ference that the petition was brought. 

The church door was not only opened, 
but the locK was broken, so the petition 
states, and the lock which was once upon 
the door was carried away and another 
put in its place, Ikven in addition to all 
this, the petition continues, a poster was 
put on the door, which read as follows: 

“You are hereby notified that any intru- 
sion by opening this church, either for re- 
ligious or any other service except by the 
regular membership of this the Harmony 
Grove Congregational church or by con- 
sent of the trustees of same, and any in- 
trusion by any other persons wnatsoever 
will be considered a trespass and will -be 
prosecuted to the full extent of the law.”’ 

The action was taken by order of the 
church and the name. ot Mary R. Cobb was 
signed as clerk and Wilev Rice, John Cobb, 
J. H. Maloney, R. J. King and W. F. Brew- 
er, trustees, 
Appealed to the Law. 

When the members of the Harmony Grove 
Scuthern Congregational church found the 
door closed and read the poster, they were 
filled with indignation and righteous 
wrath. 

The situation was discussed, when it was 
dec ded that the only thing that could be 
done was to appeab to the law for protec- 
tion and present a petition praying for 
possession of the church building and an 
injunction restrdinng the others from in- 
terfering with the property again. 

Judte Clark readily signed the petition 
and Sheriff Barnes left early vesterday af- 
ternoon for the scene of dissension. Sher- 
iff Rarnes placed the building in the pos- 
session of the plaintiffs and returned to 
the city. 

Asked the Sheriff To Hurry. 

Mr. J. M. Bentley, who is a member of 
the Southern church or the church which 
brought the petition, accompanied the sher- 
iff to the church. 

He appeared at the sheriff's office early 
in the afternoon and was anxious that no 
time be lost in getting out to the building. 

‘No, tomorrow won't do,” said he in 
urging the sheriff to go. “‘You see the 
other faction is to hold a meeting n the 
morning and we want to get possession of 
the building before they meet. We haven't 
any place in which to have preaching and 
we don’t want thé others to get ahead of 
us.”’ 
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Bentley stated that he thought the 
other side was willing to letus#groes join 
the church, though he Wasn't positive. He 
said he objected to that and did not pro- 
pose to have any negroes in the chureh in 
which he worshiped. 

It is probable that the members of the 
Harmony Grove Cangregational «hurch 
will resort to a similar method used by the 
Southern church and will take steps to 
have the church building delivered to them 
by the sher “iff. ;

Examining Experts Will Report on 
Carr’s Case Tonight. 


IS AT STAKE 


| Board of Physicians Will Meet and 
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‘A few 


Formulate a Report of Their 
Conclusions. 


The board of insanity experts investigat- 
ing the mental condition of Alex Carr will 
formulate their report to be submitted to 
Governor Atkinson at a meeting to be held 
tonight. 

The board will not be in session today. 
It adjourned over from yesterday after- 
rioon until tonight. The work of investi- 
gation is about concluded and nothing re- 
mains to be done except for the physicians 
to reach a conclusion in regular form, The 
case will be discussed further, but the 
principal labor of the board was com- 
pleted yesterday morning. 

Carr was put through another series of 
tests in the jail office yesterday morning. 
Drs. Powell and Murphy conducted the 
examination. Some tests not experimented 
with at the first examination were made. 
The examination was behind closed doors 
and,the nature of it is known only to the 
physicians. The personal examination of 
the subject was the last to be made... The 
physicians are satisfied with the study 
rade of Carr’s personality. 

Arnold & Arnold, attorneys for the con- 
demned man, will probably present to Goy- 
ernor Atkinson today the formal petition 
for executive clemency. It was their in- 
tention to do so yesterday, but the papers 
were not finished. The petition to be 
handed in with the formal papers is num- 
erously ed and in itself it will be an 
urgent appeal to the executive for mercy. 
The condition of Carr will be cited as the 
principal reason for interference in the case 
by the governor. 

The aged father of the: condemned man, 
his attorneys, and others: who have inter- 
ested themselves in the case, are hoping 
very strongty for a favorable report at 
the hands of the expert examining board. 
They await the submission of the report 
of the physicians anxiously. It is hoped by 
them that the doctors will coaclude with 
them that Carr of unsound mind. If 
so the heart of the bowed and troubled 
parent will gladden with joy. Much de- 
pends on the conclusion of the examining 
board. In their hands the fate of Carr 
rests. 

They Took a Rest Yesterday. 

Dr. Powell, Dr. Murphy and Dr. J. B. 5. 
Hoimes left the city yesterday afternoon 
for a several hours’ stay. They returned 
last night. Dr. Hoimrs is not acting with 
the board, but he accompanied Drs. Powell 
and Murphy, who desired a rest and a 
short respite from the laborious work they 
have been engaged in three or four days. 
A short trip to the country was decided 
on and the “physicians_returned refreshed 
and prepared to go into the responsible 
work again today. 

Drs. Baird, Gaston and Todd did not at- 
tend the examination of Carr yesterday 
morning. They were compelled tO attend 
to their work and by consent the board 
adjourned for the day and until tonight, 
as stated!. The physicians are making up 
their minds on the ease very slowly and 
carefuily, all stating that they realize the 
respohsibility of the work. Every step in 
the investigation is made deliberately and 
when the board closes its investigation the 
whole case will have been. exhaustively 
considered.

A Thunder Clap Startles the People | 


of Dahlonega. 

Dahlonega, Ga., February 14.—(Special.)— 
mornings since, in the midst of a 
storm just at daylight, the most terrific 
bolt of thunder ever heard in this commu- 
nity followed a vivid, glaring flash of 
ligntning.
